Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while the references do not specifically teach an 
"amount effective to stabilize said composition" or the claimed ratios, it is noted that the claims rejected under USC 102 do not recite any 
amounts. The term "effective amount" is not rejected under 1 12,2 as being vague and/or indefinte. The specification teaches the 
"effective amounts" are relative to the amounts of the other components in the composition. Since the rejected claims do not recite 
amounts of any of the components, it is maintained that the "effective amount" appears to be the same as the reference compositions. 
Regarding the rejections under 103, flavins were well known in the art as stabilizers. Absent any evidence of the argued unexpected 
advantage or results, the claims remain rejected under 103 .
